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2. SUMMARY: AMBASSADOR ALBRIGHT AND FRENCH FOREIGN 
MINISTER JUPPE DISCUSSED RWANDA, SOMALIA, CAMBODIA, GATT 
AND BOSNIA IMPLEMENTATION DURING THEIR OCTOBER 1 
MEETING. THE AMBASSADOR TOLD JUPPE THAT THE RWANDA 
PEACEKEEPING OPERATION MET OUR CRITERIA, BUT WE WOULD 
WORK TO BRING THE COST DOWN. SHE TOLD JUPPE THAT WE 
WOULD LIKE THE FRENCH TO KEEP THEIR TROOPS IN SOMALIA 
BEYOND JANUARY 1994. JUPPE RESPONDED THAT HE FACED THE 
SAME PUBLIC PRESSURES THAT WE DID 
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3. AMBASSADOR ALBRIGHT TOLD THE FRENCH FOREIGN MINISTER 
THAT THE RWANDA PEACEKEEPING OPERATION MET OUR CRITERIA, 

BUT WE ARE STILL CONCERNED ABOUT THE COST OF IT AND UlN^J-^oairim^ 
WOULD BE WORKING WITH THE SECRETARIAT TO BRING IT DOWN . 
WE WERE, HOWEVER, PREPARED TO BE SUPPORTIVE OF THE 
RWANDA RESOLUTION EARLY NEXT WEEK. SHE ADDED THAT WE 
ARE VERY CONCERNED ABOUT THE SITUATION IN SOMALIA, THAT 
WE ARE PRESSING THE SECRETARY -GENERAL TO MOVE ON THE 
POLITICAL TRACK, BUT THAT WE HAD TO CONTINUE THE 
PEACEKEEPING ASPECT OF THE OPERATION TO SECURE A SAFE 
ENVIRONMENT, AND THEREFORE WE WOULD VERY MUCH LIKE TO 
SEE THE FRENCH LEAVE THEIR TROOPS THERE BEYOND JANUARY 
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1994. JUPPE RESPONDED THAT HE UNDERSTOOD THE PROBLEMS 
THAT THE U.S. HAD WITH KEEPING LARGE NUMBERS OF TROOPS 
IN SOMALIA, r 



4. TURNING TO CAMBODIA, JUPPE SAID THAT DURING THE 
CONFERENCE IN PARIS THE FRENCH HAD, IN FACT, ACQUIRED 
ASSISTANCE FROM OTHER COUNTRIES FOR THE CAMBODIA 
RECONSTRUCTION EFFORT. THEY ARE GLAD WE ARE INTERESTED 
IN IT. THEY WOULD SUPPORT A RESOLUTION ON CAMBODIA; 



5. JUPPE THEN SAID, THAT WHILE IT HAD NO UN CONNECTION, 
HE WANTED TO TELL THE AMBASSADOR HOW IMPORTANT RESOLVING 
OUR PROBLEMS IN GATT WAS. THIS COULD UNDERMINE OUR 
"VERY GOOD" BILATERAL RELATIONSHIP. HE EXPLAINED AT 
LENGTH THE PROBLEMS OF FRENCH FARMERS. 
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
